Jt  is  now  my  pleasant  duty  to  bring  to  you  the  History  of  the  Class  of  '45. 

On  a  bright  morning  in  early  September,  1941,  we  entered  Ellsworth  from  several  grammar 
schools.

Although  many  boys  took  part  in  athletics  as  freshmen,  their  abilities  did  not  come  into 
prominence  until  the  sophomore  year.  Among  those  participating  this  year  were  John 
Kennedy,  Kenneth  Perry,  Adam  Wisniewski,  Charles  Morrill,  John  Ahern,  Henry  Sheridan, 
Robert  Sansom,  Theodore  Flack,  James  Blozie,  George  Krivickas,  Vittie  Masiunas,  George 
Christoph,  Stanley  Williams,  Charles  Callahan,  James  Norton,  Raymond  Beck,  and 
Leonard  Parent. 


After  a  summer  of  hard  work  we  again  elected  our  class  officers.  They  were  President, 
Charles  Callahan;  Vice  President,  James  Norton;  Secretary,  Madelyn  Daley;  and  Treasurer, 
Irene  Schlichting. 

The  Junior  Prom,  which  we  sponsored  this  year,  was  a  gala  affair.  The  main  idea  was  quite 
a  startling  change  from  what  had  been  done  before.  The  gym  was  decorated  to  resemble 
a  night  club.  For  ceiling  decoration  a  huge  square  of  blue  cheese  cloth  was  used.  Card 
tables  were  placed  around  the  dance  floor  to  give  a  more  realistic  effect.  The  orchestra 
was  situated  at  the  west  end  of  the  gym.  Due  to  the  tireless  efforts  or  Carolyn  Arnold  and 
her  many  assistants  the  prom  was  a  huge  success. 

Again  taking  prominent  parts  in  boys'  athletics  were  James  Blozie,  Theodore  Flack,  Robert 
Sansom,  Adam  Wisniewski,  John  Kennedy,  Stanley  Williams,  Charles  Callahan,  James 
Norton,  John  Ahern,  Herbert  Duke,  Vittie  Masiunas,  Henry  Sheridan,  Albert  Setsky,  and 
Raymond  Beck. 


To  make  new  students  and  freshmen  feel  more  a  part  of  Ellsworth,  the  Senior  Get-Together 
was  held  in  early  fall.  The  various  committees  under  Charles  Callahan  did  a  fine  job.  James 
Blozie  as  Master  of  Ceremonies  did  much  to  make  the  evening  a  success.  Among  several 
contests  the  watermelon  contest  held  the  spotlight. 

On  a  Tuesday  in  November,  1944,  a  comedy  entitled  "A  Mind  of  Her  Own"  was  presented. 
Seniors  taking  part  were  Karol  Wadach,  Carole  Wall,  James  Norton,  Doris  Butler,  Laura 
Jane  Pascoe,  and  Alice  Clapp.  Staging  was  in  charge  of  Adam  Wisniewski.  Who  will  ever 
forget  Karol  Wadach's  Southern  drawl,  or  Carole  Wall's  red  slacks? 

With  the  help  of  many  prominent  seniors  the  soccer  squad  enjoyed  a  successful  season. 
The  S.  C.  H.  E.  dance  this  year,  under  the  direction  of  several  seniors,  was  a  patriotic  one 
featuring  red,  white  and  blue  decorations.  In  the  center  of  the  dance  floor  was  a  wishing 
well  into  which  each  couple  dropped  a  penny  and  made  a  wish. 

Helping  to  maintain  the  excellent  reputation  of  Ellsworth  in  basketball  circles  this  year  were 
James  Blozie,  Henry  Sheridan,  John  Kennedy,  and  James  Norton. 

With  Carolyn  Arnold  as  Editor-in-chief,  the  staff  of  the  very  popular  school  paper  "South 
Winds"  included  Irene  Schlichting,  Linda  Grennan,  Charles  Callahan,  Laura  Jane  Pascoe, 
Connie  Matkof,  Anna  Mae  Richardson,  Helen  Muska,  Phyllis  Neelans,  Karol  Wadach,  Doris 
Butler,  Herbert  Duke,  Dorothy  Davis,  Blanche  Watson,  Alice  Clapp,  Adele  Luchina,  and 
Madelyn  Daley. 

Among  the  girls  taking  part  in  athletics  were  Irene  Schlichting,  Florence  Boroski,  llene  May, 
Anna  Mae  Richardson,  Phyllis  Neelans,  Linda  Grennan,  and  Helen  Muska. 

As  the  year  drew  to  a  close,  we  were  awarded  the  use  of  the  front  steps.  The  entire  student 
body  was  assembled  by  rank  in  front  of  the  school.  Our  president,  Charles  Callahan, 
stepped  forward  and  accepted  the  deed  to  the  front  steps  from  the  retiring  senior  presi¬ 
dent,  William  Arnold.  A  few  days  later  school  closed  with  most  of  us  looking  forward  to 
being  seniors. 

At  last  the  time  had  arrived;  we  were  seniors.  We  could  use  the  front  steps  and  sit  in  the 
front  rows  in  assembly.  Being  seniors  also  brought  us  new  responsibilities.  With  these  in 
mind  John  Kennedy  was  elected  President;  William  Pitney,  Vice  President;  Dorothy  How- 
lett.  Secretary,  and  Carole  Wall,  Treasurer. 


Several  new  ideas  were  suggested  by  our  class  this  year.  The  possibility  of  a  senior  spon¬ 
sored  prom  was  discussed.  After  appointing  a  committee  under  the  leadership  of  Stanley 
Williams  to  look  into  the  matter,  we  decided  that  it  was  not  advisable  to  hold  one. 

A  New  York  trip  was  also  discussed  and  a  committee  consisting  of  Charles  Callahan,  Irene 
Schlichting,  and  Stanley  Williams  was  appointed.  After  several  weeks  of  indecision  the 
group  decided  because  of  transportation  difficulties  and  the  small  number  of  interested 
students  that  it  would  be  better  to  cancel  the  trip. 

Another  innovation  made  by  our  class  is  the  plan  of  having  a  hard  cover  on  the  yearbook. 
A  snapshot  section  has  also  been  added.  In  this  section  appears  an  informal  picture  of 
each  senior.  Ray  Van  Sicklin,  in  charge  of  taking  the  pictures,  could  be  seen  rushing  around 
almost  every  day  trying  to  get  his  job  done.  The  track  pictures  were  the  most  difficult  of  all, 
as  the  snow  wouldn't  melt  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  staff.  Others  on  the  yearbook  staff 
headed  by  William  Pitney  were  Irene  Schlichting,  Doris  Butler,  Connie  Matkof,  Raymond 
Beck,  Madelyn  Daley,  James  Blozie,  Henry  Sheridan,  and  James  Norton. 

Among  those  entering  the  service  from  our  class  have  been  Millan  Kubasek  and  George 
Krivickas. 

Throughout  our  four  years  at  Ellsworth,  we  have  tried  as  a  class  and  as  individuals  to  uphold 
the  traditions  handed  down  to  us  by  other  classes.  We  have  tried  to  promote  an  air  of 
friendliness  toward  other  students  and  teachers  alike.  This  general  feeling  will  not  end 
here,  for  we  shall  try  to  uphold  the  good  reputation  of  Ellsworth  wherever  we  may  be. 
Although  this  completes  the  history  of  our  activities  as  a  class,  we  hope  that  it  has  been  only 
a  prelude  to  our  achievements  in  the  future.
